Investigators Will Visit State

CHICAGO—(AP)—State, federal and Chicago investigating bodies 


all took a hand today in the horse meat scandal. 


U. S. Attorney Otto Kerner jr. announced yesteiday a federal 


grand juiy will investigate the horsf meat lacket as part of its gen- 
eral inquiry into crime conditions. The jurv will meet next week. 


State's Attomey John S. Boyle 


of Cook county (Chicago) re- 
ported his investigators are seek- 
ing a link between hijackings of 
beef shipments and the horse meat 
tiado. He suspected, he said, that 
stolen beef was mixed with horse 
meat and peddled as beef. 


Will Meet Nelson 


Boyle said he plans to meet 


with State's Attorney Robert Nel- 
son of Lake county today to dis- 
cuss developments in the investi- 
gation. 


Sen. Peter J. Miller (R-Chica- 


go), chairman of the legislative 
committee that visits state chari- 
table institutions, said his group 
wants to devise an efficient sys- 
tem of inspecting meat after it is 
delivered to state Institutions. 


Roy E. Young of the Illinois 


Agriculture department, one of 
the witnesses before the legisla- 
tive committee, suggested 
that 


"all meat bought by state institu- 
tions be federally inspected." 


At the end of the committee's 


one day'meeting in Chicago yes- 


terday. Chairman Miller said the 
committee still is investigating the 
possibilty the ptato had bought 
horse meat, but no. definite evi- 
dence had been uncovered so far. 


Visit Institutions 


Miller told newsmen the legis- 


lative committee will visit a Mo- 
line packing plant and the East 
Moline state hospital, "perhaps 
next week." 
The group will meet Wednesday 
at Anna, Union county, visiting 
state institutions there and in 
Chester, Randolph county. It prob- 
ably wiil visit Moline in about two 
weeks, Miller said. 


Senator Miller snid his commit- 


tee was considering a suggestion 
that no giound meats or sausages 
be purchased for state institu- 
tions in order to protect inmates 
from receiving horscmcat in their 
food. 


HP said plans to have the in- 


stitutions grind their own meat 
and prcpaie sausage were under 
consideration.

Oppose Birth Control 


The Catholic church is opposed 


to the use of contraceptives or 
other mechanical means of birth 
control. 


Dr. John R. Rogers, 
former 


president of the Dutchess County 
Medical society, and Dr. Martin 
Lieser announced they had quit 
the league. 


Rogers said he had four patients 


in the hospital and that he with- 
drew from the league rather than 
jeopardize their health. He added 
that he "probably" would submit 
his resignation to the medical staff 


when his patients were discharged. 


Not A Member 


Dr. Paul Lass said he never was

It acted in the wake of re- 
cent tax scandal disclosures and 
continuing charges by Republican* 
that McGrath's office has "drag- 
ged its feet" in prosecutions and 
otherwise, lacked vigor in '7~Q",f- 
cuting official^ misdeeds. 


Two-Way Race

Time to Make 
Plans for 
Reroofing 


For spring re-roofing, now is 


the time to plan. An asbestos 
shingle, slate or tile roof should 
be periodically inspected for loose 
or broken pieces. These are bioken 
out of place xvith a hammer. Re- 
place by slipping the new piece 
under the edge of the one above 
it and driving up as far as it will 
go xvith light hammer blows. Then 
drill 3 small holes through it and 
through the one beneath it. Make 
the holes about l',-i inches above 
the lower edge of the new piece. 
After nailing (through the holes) 
daub the nailheads with plastic 
roofing compound, against leak- 
age. 


Leaking of a wood shingle roof 


indicates that it is time to re-roof. 


First step in re-roofing a wood 


or composition shingle roof is to 
cut back the old shingles at the 
ends and lower edge of the roof 
with a sharp hatchet. They should 
be cut far enough to allow a 1 x 4 
board to be laid alongside the old 
shingles and flush with their sur- 
face. 


Next, nail similar pieces in the 


valley flashings to fill the valley 
flush xvith the old shingles. The

new flashing will lie on top of 
this. Follow the same procedure 
around the chimney. 


Prepare Old Roof 


The last step in preparing an 


old roof for new shingles is to 
nail bevel siding, thin edge down, 
on either side of the ridge. This 
siding together xvith the 1 x 
strips will make a solid base for 
the new roof. 


The first course of shingles is 


laid double, the rest applied just 
as on the original roof. Longer 
nails should be used because they 
should go through new and old 
shingles and well into the sheath- 
ng.

ers favor wood shingles where 
permitted, because they lend a 
charm and artistic finish to the 
house.

Finishing Roof 


When staining wood shingles

dipping the shingles in the stain 
for t\vo-thirds of their length, be- 
fore they are laid..

NEW YORK — (AP)— Uncle 


Sam is talking about limiting the 
size of the home you can build this 
year. In return, builders could 
start as many new homes as the 
allotment of metal will let them 
finish. 


This may surprise some folks 


who think the builders themselves 
have been doing a pretty success- 
ful job of limiting living space for 
5 some time now. The new federal 


rules—which an official of the Na- 
tional Production Administration 
says are planned for this month— 
also will come at a time when more 
and more builders are wondering 
out loud if they haven't gone too 
far in limiting the living space left 
after the expensive gadgets are in- 
stalled. 


Make Homes Smaller 


Builders started making homes 


'5'smaller because of the rising cost 


of construction, and because of the 
public demands for home appli- 
ances as in-place essentials. This 
sent the finished price soaring. To 
meet this demand and cut back on 
costs, builders made the home 
smaller. 


If Uncle Sam goes through with 


the new rules limiting the size of 
homes to be built this year, it will 
not be to limit living space, but 


JUo stretch out scarce materials 


over as many homes as possible. 
The new idea is to let builders 
start as many homes as they like 
—if they use only the amount of 
ecarce 
metals 
(chiefly 
copper 


products) allowed and restrict the 
size of the house. Government 
planners think this would mean 
about 800,000 new homes this year. 
There were more than a million 
last year. 


•'» 
Similar Rules 


The government put in similar 


rules during the housing shortage 
at the end of World War H. It 
limited size, refused to allow more 
than one bathroom, and banned 
summer cottages 
and 
hunting 


lodges. 


Builders say shortages are con- 


fined mostly to fittings made of 
brass or copper. There are plenty 
of sinks, bathtubs, furnaces, water 


•'^heaters, lumber, and most plum-b- 
" Ing goods except spigots, traps and 


other brass trim, both builders and 
NPA officials agree.

Spring House Repair Checklist 
Valuable to Aiiv Homeowner 


•The foundation of the house is 


a good place to start when the 
homeowner draws up his list of 
spring house-repairs. The founda- 
tion should be examined for ma- 
sonry cracks, crumbling mortar, 
and cracks around masonry steps 
and porches. Small cracks can be 
filled with asphaltic cement; large 
ones should be chipped out to a 
width of one-half inch or more 
and filled with cement mortar.

A Direct Presidential Primary 


Would Offer True Choice 


At a recent news conference President Truman dropped 


a remark about wishing we could have a direct national pri- 
mary for the selection of presidential nominees. 


No one can be sure the president meant what he said, 


since he gets pretty flippant in these bouts with the press 
over his 1952 intentions. But it might well be argued that 
there is some sound sense in this proposition. 


In only IG.states of the 48 is there now a "presidential" 


primary, and in several of those 16 the popular expression 
of sentiment is purely advisory instead of binding on the 
delegates to the national convention. The other 32 states 
select delegates in state conventions, where the people's voice 
is heard only indirectly. 


Anyone who understands the workings of politics knows 
that state party conventions are largely under the control of 
the party machinery. The slate of delegates which emerges 
from such conclaves is in almost every instance the product 
' of party organization decisions- 


The successful rebellions against organization control 
are relatively rare. 


Actually, the convention method of choosing delegates, 


representatives and even nominees is a carry-over from 
earlier American history. 


It reflects the compromise made by the Founding Fa- 


thers between those who wanted true democracy and those 
who feared too direct expression of the popular will. 
, Gradually this fear lessened, and machinery was estab- 


iisned to give the people closer control over selection of their 
representatives- Only a few decades ago senators were still 
being chosen for nomination by state conventions; now they 
are picked in direct primaries. 


The primary method finally began to be adopted in the 


presidential race as well, though its application there is still 
sharply limited. 
But insofar as it does help to measure 


genuine popular sentiment as to candidates, it must be 
counted a gam. 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Some prominent Washing- 


ton Democrats—former New Deal officials now in private 
life—are saying privately to each other that the Truman 
administration ought to be relieved of power and retired 
in the coming election. 


Reasons given are that the Democrats now in office 


are punch drunk and tired. They've been in office too 
long. A new broom and a thorough housecleaning are in 
order. 


In time the changes would work to the advantage of 


the Democratic party as a whole. 


Four years out of power would allow a number of the 


old fossils in the party to retire quietly from public life. 


Newer, fresher and younger men would step up to 
take their places.

Lead can be absorbed through 


the lungs, skin, or the digestive 
organs.

If lead poisoning begins sudden 


ly, a large amount of lead musi 
have been absorbed rapidly, usu 
ally through the stomach. 


Pain in the -abdomen, vomiting

the skin is frequent. 


Examination of the blood in 


such cases shows a peculiar ap 
pearance to the red cells when 
they are stained in a particular 
manner and examined under the 
microscope. 


A blue line around the gums 


is also an important symptom in 
many cases of lead poisoning, but 
it is not always present. 
THE MAJOR SYMPTOMS 


The most important symptoms 


of the slow or chronic poisoning 
are paralysis, usually of the arms, 
colicky pains in the bowels, and 
disturbances of th«> brain, Head- 
ache is common and patients are 
frequently emotionally excited or 
depressed. 


Lead poisoning has gradually 


become less serious because of the 
measures which have been taken 
in industry to protect those who 
work with lead, and because of 
the increased understanding of 
those who work with this meal 
of the dangers involved. 


Lead poisoning of either the 


acute or chronic varieties is most 
unpleasant, and hard to treat. 


Consequently, great care in pre- 


vention, including careful cleaning 
of the hands and fingernails, par- 
ticularly before eating should be 
nsisted upon for all those who are 
exposed to absorbable forms of 
cad.

CHICAGO, 
(AP)—Five 
resi- 


dents of suburban River Grove 
filed suit yesterday in circuit court 
accusing 20 present and former 
officials of the town of misusing 
more than SGOO.OOO in village funds 
in seven years. 


At the same time a River Grove 


resident who had been active in 
pushing the suit complained to 
State's Attorney John S. Boyle 
that he had received five threat- 
ening telephone calls in the last 
three weeks. 


Not Complainant 


The complainant. Walter Staley. 


is not a plaintiff in the suit 
though active in its behalf. 


The suit charged unauthorized 


juggling of village funds and ask- 
ed a court audit to determine the 
extent of any misuse and to fix 
blame. 


The filing of the suit climaxed 


more than two years of court bat- 
tles. 


In December, 1949, the Superior 


court ordered village officials to 
open 
their account books 
for 


study. The ruling was appealed, 
but the appellate court upheld the 
order and the books were made 
available to public scrutiny Nov. 
23. 1951. Yesterday's suit was the 
result. 


List Charges 


It charged that 5345.000 col- 


lected on specific assessments was 
used for genera] purposes: that 
S126.700 was spent in excess of 
appropriations; that 553,000 was 
transferred from specific funds to 
genera] funds without voter ap- 
proval; that $31.000 was paid to 
70 special policemen whose hiring 
was illegal for lack of voter ap- 
proval: that 510.300 was paid to 
the village building commissioner 
without authorization; that 58,000 
was paid to the village board of 
local improvements without au- 
thorization: and that S29.000 ear- 
marked to retire village bonds was 
not spent for that purpose. 


The suit asked the court "to 


determine the extent of the illegal 
transactions and which village 
officials specifically are to blame." 


Want Loan Canceled 


It also asked that a $10.000 loan, 


granted Sept 25 by the First State 
Bank of Elmwood Park, be can- 
celed. The loan, the suit contended, 
Is illegal because the village fire 
truck was used as security. 


Staley, who lives in River Grove, 


told State's Attorney Boyle that 
he had received five threatening 
telephone calls recently, one of 
which promised him a beating of 
the sort given Robert Niemeyer 
last October. Niemeyer is the anti-

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All Personal Expenses Large 
Enough to Itemize on Tax 
Form Are Handled Same Way

of 10 stories explaining how to 
make out your Income tux re- 
turn for 1951).

WASHINGTON — (AP) - You 


may be puzzled over the problem 
of deductions for personal ex- 
penses and expenses 
connected 


with your work. They're not han- 
dled the same way by everyone. 


A taxpayer—whether he's some- 


one's employe, like a newspaper- 
man, or a piofessional man, like a 
lawyer, or a man in business for 
himself—may 
have various ex- 


penses. 


All three men may have per- 


sonal expenses, like medical bills. 
If those expenses are large enough 
to require itemizing, all three men 
handle them the same way: They 
itemize them on the 1040 long 
form and claim them in full. 


Separate Deductions 


And all three may have had ex- 


penses connected with their work. 
In that case the professional man 
or the businessman can claim their 
b u s i n e s s deductions separately 
from their personal expenses. 


But the expenses of someone who 


is an employe, even including ex- 
penses connected with his work, 
all are treated as personal ex- 
penses. He can't claim them sep- 
arately from his personal expenses. 


It's easier to understand if you 


start with the basic rules: 


Under $5,000 people using form 


1040-A or the 1040 short-form au- 
tomatically get a deduction of 
about 10 per cent for personal ex- 
penses, like medical bills. 
They 


don't have to itemize or claim 
them. They're allowed for in the 
tax table used with those two 
forms. 


If under $5,000 people have per- 


sonal expenses greater than 10 
per cent of income, they should 
use the 1040 long-form. 
There, 


because they are under $5,000 peo- 
ple, they must itemize their deduct- 
ible personal expenses but can 
claim them in full. 


The $5,000-and-over people must 


file their return on the 1040 long- 
form anyway. 
They don't have 


to itemize their personal deduc- 
tions unless they're unusually large 
because— 


They get a standard deduction 


of 10 per cent of their income up 
to a limit of 51,000 which they 
just take off their income before 
it's taxable. If any of the $5,000- 
and-over people want more than 
itemize. 
the 10 per cent they, too, must 
itemize. 


Under Six Headings 


The itemizing for all personal 


deductible expenses on the 1040 
long-form is done on page 3 under 
Bix headings: Contributions, inter- 
est, taxes, losses from natural 
causes and theft, medical and den- 
tal expenses, and miscellaneous. 
That "miscellaneous" is a catch- 
all, as you'll see. 


Now see the difference between 


fc professional man, like a lawyer, 
(or a businessman), and a news- 
paperman who is an employe. 


Say the lawyer spent $400 for 


subscriptions to law journals and 
law societies. For him they'd be 


a business expense connected with 
his work. 


He'd list that business on n 


separate form—called schedule C 
—vvhich 
is 
where

men and business men list their 
business expenses in order to de- 
duct them from their income be- 
fore it's taxed. 


Now his total income for the 


year was 9.400. After deducting: 
that §400 for busine.ss expen.se. 
lie finds his income was $9,000. 
Now he shifts over to the 1040 
ong-form where he reports his 
ncome and figures his tax. 


Standard Deduction 


On that 
long-form 
he could 


list that $100 spent to help him 
in his work on schedule C. In 
fact, a person classified as an em- 
ploye can't use schedule C at all 
That's strictly for professional and 
businessmen. 


Let's say the newspaperman':, 


salary was $7,000. If the total of 
his personal 
expenses—including 


that $100 for newspapers and 
magazines — doesn't amount to 
more than 10 per cent ($700 in 
his case) of his income, he simply 
takes that standard 10 per cent 
deduction on the 1040 long-form. 


But suppose his total personal 


expenses were more than 10 per 
cent of his income. He could claim 
them in full but he'd have to 
itemize them on page 3 of the

take for personal expenses the 
standard deduction of 10 per cent 
($900 in his case) of S9.000. But 
suppose he had deductible per- 
sonal expenses, like medical bills 
and c h a r i t a b l e contributions, 
which ran to more than 10 per 
cent of his income. 


In that case—in addition to list- 


ing and taking his $400 in business 
deductions on schedule C—he'd 
itemize his personal expenses on 
page 3 of the 1040 long-foim and 
claim them in full. too. 


But it's different with .some- 


one who is an employe, like that 
newspaperman. Say he spent $100 
for things to help him in his work, 
like newspapers and magazines. 


(This $100 was in addition to a 


number of personal expenses like 
medical bills and chantable con- 
tributions). 


But in his case he couldn't 


1010 long-form. 


Under the proper headings on 


that page he'd list his contribu- 
tions and medical expenses, plus 
leductible taxes on his home, and 
under "miscellaneous" he'd list any 
other deductible expense he had, 
including that $100 he spent for 
newspapers and magazines. 


So he could deduct for expenses 


connected with his work only if— 
because he was itemizing all his 
peisonal expenses—he included the 
money, spent in connection "with 
his work, among his personal ex- 
penses. In .hat way all his ex- 
penses were treated as personal 
expenses, not as business ex- 
penses. 


That's quite different from the 


lawyer who could deduct for busi- 
ness expenses on schedule C and 
then in addition deduct for per-
